UN’s Big Guns 
Hammer Reds 
On Central Front 


Jubilant Artillerymen 
Say They Are Taking 
Bloody Bottle Hills

SEOUL 
(/P)—The big g est g u ns 
in the U.N.’s Korean arsenal ham ­ 
mered Red positions on the Cen­ 
tral Front today and ju bilant ar­ 
tillery men claimed they were w in­ 
ning the bloody battle of the hills. 
Allied officers said abou t half of 
the 200 Chinese field pieces arou nd 
Triang le Hill and Sniper Ridg e 
hav e been destroy ed or damag ed. 
The K u m hw a v alley 
shu ddered 
u nder the impact of the all-ou t 
Allied barrag e. 
First Snow Falls 
As the big g u ns roared, the first 
snowfall of the winter sifted down 
from leaden skies. Infantry m en of 
both sides hu ddled in bu nkers and 
fox holes, leav ing them only for 
scattered patrol clashes across the 
dismal 155-mile front. 
Chinese Reds threw two feeble 
attacks at Sniper Ridg e in the pre­ 
dawn darkness. 
Allied 
artillery 
and m ortar fire chopped them to 
bits. 
The U. N. hig h command tu rned 
ov er the Central Front battle to 
the artillery m en Wednesday nig ht. 
AP Correspondent John R an­ 
dolph at the 
front 
said Allied 
artillery men fig u re it will take 
them abou t 10 day s to destroy the 
Red g u ns ‘‘if they stay there and 
shoot it ou t with u s.” 
The continu al barrag e already 
was showing its effect. Tu esday 
abou t 23,000 rou nds of Chinese fire 
hit the Allied lines. Wednesday 
only 11,000 rou nds were cou nted. 
Thu rsday it 
dropped to 4,000. 
Friday was qu ieter still. 
Randolph said the big g u ns can’t 
do the job alone. Some Chinese 
field pieces are protected by log 
and earth parapets u p to 23 feet 
thick. Others are hidden in tu nnels 
and cav es. 
The artillery hopes to g et most 
of them. Air Force attacks with 
searing napalm and big bombs 
may take care of the rest. 
Hit and Run 
The U. S. Eig hth Army said the 
Reds lau nched sev eral “hit and 
ru n” attackes along the front F ri­ 
day . It said they probably were 
harassing attacks only , with no in ­ 
tent to captu re Allied g rou nd. 
All were beaten back. 
The season’s first snow brou g ht 
a bitter taste 
of the 
miserable 
months ahead. 
Last nig ht B26 Inv ader bombers 
rang ed ov er Red lines in their 
continu ing attacks on Commu nist 
transport. Pilots reported 120 Red 
tru cks destroy ed.

At Highway, Rail Crossings 


Sev eral su g g estions aimed at en­ 
cou rag ing and enabling motorists 
to be more cau tiou s at the Sikes­ 
ton 
hig hway 
60-61 
intersection 
and railroad crossing in its v ici­ 
nity were made y esterday by the 
Safety Committee of the Sikeston 
Cham ber of Commerce, Chairman 
M ilbu rn Arbau g h annou nced to­ 
day . The su g g estions are now be­ 
ing stu died by the hig hway and 
railroad safety departments. W ith­ 
in a few day s definite recommen­ 
dations are ex pected. 
The su g g estions that were dis­ 
cu ssed are as follows: 
1. The installation of larg er ad­ 
v ance w arning sig ns on the ap­ 
proach to the intersection. 
2. Since parking on the railroad 
approaching the intersection is il­ 
leg al, the g rou p su g g ested that a 
stu dy be made concerning the ad­ 
v isability of mov ing the traffic 
lig ht post (which is located on the 
northw est corner of the intersec­ 
tion) northw ard to the north side 
of the railroad 
tracks, thereby 
stopping 
the 
traffic 
before 
it 
reaches the railroad. This wou ld 
eliminate mu ch parking on the 
railroad tracks which has been 
practiced 
in the past by some 
south-bound 
v ehicles 
who 
are 


stopped by the traffic lig hts. 
3. The g rou p su g g ested that a 
stu dy be made of the adv isability 
and possibilities of mov ing sev eral 
poles located at the Northwest cor­ 
ner of the intersection to a point 
fu rther from the intersection. This 
mig ht possibly enable motorists to 
see the railroad and hig hway sig ns 
more easily . 
4. The installation of a flashing 
railroad crossing lig ht was dis­ 
cu ssed, howev er the committee felt 
it mig ht not be needed if the 
northwest traffic post is relocated. 
Fu rther stu dy will be made. 
5. The g rou p discu ssed the pos­ 
sibility of setting the traffic lig ht 
so that it will indicate “Stop” to 
the traffic when a train is ap­ 
proaching the hig hway . This may 
not be adv isable becau se of the 
tendency to hold u p traffic while 
only switching mig ht be taking 
place. Howev er, it will be also 
stu died fu rther.

One of the elect­ 
ed Democrats—Adolph Sabath of 
Illinois—died y esterday redu cing 
the Democratic roster to 207. 
If the present trend continu es, 
the makeu p of the Hou se at its 
assembling will be: Repu blicans 
221; Democrats 213; one v acancy ; 
Independent 1.

The secretary of state’s of­ 
fice estimated abou t 35,000 absen­ 
tee v otes were cast.

One midnight in 17 7 5 , a New 
England farm er took his long rifle 
from ov er the mantle and lay down 
behind a stone fence bordering the 
road .from Boston. 
When 
dawn 
brou ght 
light 
enou gh for sighting he sq u eezed 
off his shot. A poet afterward said 
the shot was 
heard 
‘rou nd 
the 
world.’ 
Nor did the world miss the point. 
Ev en the British statesmen k new 
their King had gone too far and 
lost the American Colonies. 
The farmer was not wearing a 
u niform. 
He was not a soldier obey ing 
instru ctions. He did not hav e a 
cannon. He was a civ ilian with a 
sq u irrel rifle. It was for that rea­ 
son that the echo of his shot was 
heard in ev ery throne room of 
Eu rope. He personified freedom at 
grass roots lev el. 
Armies and Nav ies hav e made 
great din in history withou t m ak ­ 
ing great change. Bu t when the 
civ ilian is arou sed to the point of 
becoming embattled. . . when he 
v olu ntarily accepts responsibility 
for common cau se . . . when ho is | 
willing to shoot it ou t with any 
power on earth in the place w here 
he 
stands . . . then 
aggressors 
tremble. No power can conq u er 
men who h;\v e within themselv es 
what it tak es to remain free. 
Ov er ensu ing y ears the spirit of 
the farmer marched on. His de­ 
scendants 
and 
su bseq u ent 
im ­ 
migrants bu ild y mighty refu ge of 
freedom . . . these United Stales. 
Not since its adolescent day s has 
this refu ge been threatened by a 
foreign power. 
Now again it is threatened. And 
the embattled civ ilian is again re­ 
q u isite. This time his techniq u e is 
changed to meet 
changed con­ 
ditions. He is an aircraft spotter, 
a ham radio operator in Civ il Air 
Patrol, a filter center work er, an 
air raid warden, a v olu nteer fire 
fighter. Bu t abov e and bey ond any 
detail he is an embattled civ ilian 
who mak es common cau se against 
aggression. 
The writer holds that civ il 
de­ 
fense, seen in proper perspectiv e 
and broadly organized, can be a 
new and all-powerfu l weapon to 
dissu ade aggression or, in face of 
aggression, to insu re v ictory . 
Of all phases of re-arm am ent 
the most u nderrated 
arms arc 
those which 
swing 
from 
the 
shou lders of dev oted American 
civ ilians. 
Only throu gh 
organization 
as 
broad as 
that 
possible 
among 
civ ilians can the fu ll weight of 
pu blic dev otion be brou ght to ef­ 
fectiv e ex pression. 
Only at the comprehensiv e lev el 


of daily liv ing can enemy infiltra­ 
tion and sabotage be met. 
Only by assignment of v olu nteer 
defense jobs to millions of civ ilians 
can the 
discipline 
essential to 
adeq u ate defense be effected. 
Enemy blows. . . be they from 
withou t or from within . . . will 
fall in the fu tu re withou t warnings 
and with dev astating power. P re ­ 
paration to meet their threat mu st 
ex ist at the time the threat is 
pc sed. Later will be to late. 
It is ou r belief that the potential 
of civ il defense for a major con­ 
tribu tion to 
prev ent war is not 
fu lly realized by American lead­ 
ership. The passiv e idea that civ il 
defense is a cru tch to mere su r­ 
v iv al is too often adv anced in the 
land. 
The writer for one does not pro­ 
pose to remain content with the 
su pine hope of su rv iv al. If the in­ 
v estment of citizenship, of lov ed 
ones lost on battlefields to achiev e 
American v ictory , of friends f a lien 
to defend the flag, of material 
things willingly contribu ted to su p­ 
port American gov ernment, hav e 
no higher pu rpose than to drag ou t 
dreary y ears dodging assissina- 
tion by aggressors, then the h er­ 
itage of freedom is indeed ashes. 
It is not possible, despite treach­ 
ery in some high places, despite 
enemy infiltration among crack ­ 
pots, despite preoccu pation with 
politics in the 
face of 
national 
danger, 
that the 
spirit of 
the 
farm er behind the stone fence has 
retreated from the rank and file 
of the American people. 
We wou ld do well to reorient 
civ il defense to the scope and su b­ 
stance of its potential . . . not a 
su rv iv al 
mission bu t a 
mission 
whose 
message 
reads, 
“Don’t 
Tread On Me.”

One of the most important sport | 
and food fishes is generally call- ; 
ed the “jack salmon” in Missou ri, j 
bu t it is not a salmon at all; it is | 
more commonly called the wall­ 
ey ed pik e. Bu t the w alley e—the 
fish we are talk ing abou t—is not 
really a pik e; it is a perch—a wall- 
ey ed perch. Confu sing, isn’t it? 
Let’s ju st call him “ walley e” and j 
all mean the same fish. 
The walley e ranges from Hu d- ; 
son’s Bay sou th to Georgia, and j 
j from Alabama north to the Great : 
i Lak es. Althou gh generally a lak e 
J 
! dweller in the north, the walley e J 
is fou nd throu ghou t the Mississippi j 
Valley in the larger streams. It: 
I and the sau ger are the only ebible- ! 
sized members of the perch family . 
in Missou ri, althou gh all stream s 


hav e nu merou s darters which be­ 
long to this family . 
Clean w ater ov er a hard bottom 


riv er. Here in Missou ri the fish­ 
ing is only fair in the v icinity of 
some of the lock s and dams abov e 
St. Lou is. Farther north, as the 
water improv es, the ru ns of w all­ 
ey e become noticeably larger. In 
the clear u pper reaches of the 
Mississippi, 
it is an 
im portant 
game fish. 
The walley e has a long, pik e­ 
lik e body ; the head is slender and 
the mou th large with promient 
needle-lik e teeth. With its mix tu re 
of y ellows, greens, blu e and black , 
the body coloration is mu ch lik e 
a piece of new brass haphazardly 
tarnished in a spring shower. The 
belly is white or pink ish-white, 
head and cheek s are mottled with 
black , and the sides hav e fiv e ir­ 
regu lar blotches. There are two 
distinctly separated 
dorsal 
fins. 
The first or spinou s dorsal has a 
narrow, black 
margin, 
and the 
membranes of the last two 
spines 


The cornea is large and is a milk y 
blu e. Thu s the name walley e. 
The males are first to arriv e on 
spawning grou nds and 
the last 
to leav e. A preferred spawning 
grou nd consists of a clean-washed 
bottom of bou lders and grav el. 
This fish does not prepare a nest; 
the eggs are broadcast, and there 
is no parental care of eggs or 
y ou ng. Hatcheries hav e fou nd that 
the hatch of walley e eggs av erages 
abou t 5 0 per cent. No one k nows 
the 
hatching 
su ccess 
of 
eggs 
spawned by fish in the wild. 
As su mmer progresses, the y ou ng 
migrate to deeper water. Walley es 
are v oraciou s 
feeders, and 
the 
y ou ng are no ex ception. At a v ery 
early age they begin feeding on 
forage fishes. Yellow perch and 
su ck ers are the forage most fre­ 
q u ently eaten in northern waters, 
in many Missou ri waters, it feeds 
ex tensiv ely on 
shad. The sex es 
cannot be identified by ex ternal 
obseiv ation. 
Howev er, a 
larger 
fish is u su ally a female. 
Many walley es hav e been cap­ 
tu red, tagged 
and 
released by 
fisheries inv estigators in sev eral 
states. The retu rn of tagged fish 
establishes it as one of the w and­ 
erers of fresh waters.

O ne m idnight in 1775, a New 
E ngland farm er took his long rifle 
from over the m antle and lay down 
behind a stone fence bordering the 
road .from Boston. 
W hen

enough for sighting he squeezed 
off his shot. A poet afterw ard said 
the shot was

‘round 
the 
w orld.’ 
Nor did the w orld miss the point. 
Even the British statesm en knew 
th eir King had gone too far and 
lost the A m erican Colonies.

B ut w hen the 
civilian is aroused to the point of 
becom ing em battled. . . w hen he 
v o l u n t a r i l y accepts responsibility 
for com m on cause . . . w hen h e is 
w i l l i n g to shoot it out with any 
pow er on earth in the place w here

stands . . . then 
aggressors 
trem ble. No pow er can conquer 
m en w h o hi\ve w ithin them selves 
W’hat it takes to rem ain free. 
O ver ensuing years the spirit of 
the farm er m arched on. His d e ­

m igrants build a m ighty refuge of 
freedom . . . these United States.

It is our belief that the potential

One of the most im portant ^port 
and food fishes is generally call­ 
ed the “jack salm on” in Missouri, 
but it is not a salmon at all; it is 
m ore com m only called the w all­ 
eyed pike. But the w alleye— the 
fish we arc talking a b o u t—is not 
really a pike; it is a perch - a w all­ 
eyed 
perch. Confusing, isn’t 
it? 
L et’s just call him “ w alleye” and 
all m ean the sam e fish. 
The w alleye ranges from H u d ­ 
son’s Bay south to Georgia, and 
from A labam a north to the G reat 
Lakes. A lthough generally a lake 
dw eller in the north, the w alleye 
is found throughout the Mississippi 
Valley in th e larger stream s. It 
and the sauger are the only ebiblc- 
sized m em bers of the perch fam ily 
in Missouri, although all stream s 


i river. Here in M issouri the fish- 
I ing is only fair in the vicinity of

Yellow perch and 
suckers are the forage most fre ­ 
quently eaten in n o rthern w aters, 
in m any Missouri w aters, it feeds 
extensively on

cannot be identified by external 
observation.

fish is usually a female. 
Many walleyes have been cap­ 
tured, tagged 
and 
released by 
fisheries investigators in several 
states. The return of tagged fish 
establishes it as one of the w a n d ­ 
erers of fresh waters. Som e w ere 
naught as far as one hundred miles 
from the release point. 
The current w orld’s record w all­ 
eye, taken on sport tackle, was 
caught in Ontario, Canada, in 1943, 
and weighed 22 pounds, 4 ounces.
